Eight  Junior  boys  bolstered  the  football  team,  which  lost 
only  one  conference  game,  while  nine  of  our  class  became  first- 
string  cagers. 

Intelligence  ebbed  high  when  twenty  of  our  intellects  were 
admitted  into  the  Beta  Club.  One  of  these  served  two  years  as 
President  of  that  club.
